Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s Yiews 
on Postal Telegraphy. 


BRUTAL PRIZE FIGHT IN INDIANA. 


Four Members of One Family Suf­ 
focated by Smoke iu an 
Iowa Town.

POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 
Postm aster-General YVanamaker in Fa­ 
vor of Government Ownership, 
W ashington, October 5th—Posimaster- 
General Wanaruaker to-night made public 
a letter recently addressed to the Chairman 
of the House’ Committee on Postoffices, 
embodying an elaborate argument in favor 
of his limited plan of postal telegraphy. 
Appended to the letter is a mass of matter 
pertaining to the subject, making altogether 
223 pages closely printed. 
The Postmaster-General, in a letter, says 
in part: “After standing for a year past in 
the midst of a controversy oyer postal 
telegraphy, that for over forty years has 
gone on with a sharper tone and widening 
range. I am more than ever convinced of 
the wisdom and practicability of restoring 
the telegraph to the postal service, and 
make it what it was originally intended to 
be. a part of the postal system. 
“I say this alter closely studying the 
arguments against the bill made so vigor­ 
ously by the great telegraph company, 
which is now its only visible opponent. I 
don’t believe it is possible to argue this 
question. There is a deep and far-reach­ 
ing conviction among the people that the 
telegraph service is by right a part of the 
postal service. The measure is to give the 
country a vast enlargemeut of the postal 
system and bring home to the people a 
cheap use of one of the most powerful 
agencies of modern commerce and civiliza­ 
tion.” 
As to the constitutionality of postal teleg­ 
raphy, the Postmaster-General says in 
part: “It has been argued by learned law­ 
yers for a score of years that a Government 
telegraph is unconstitutional. The mo­ 
tives of these gentlemen have been 
one 
of two 
iu all cases. 
They 
have been 
paid attorneys of these 
companies, whose special interests have 
demanded their monopolies should in no 
way be interfered with. 
The other op­ 
ponents were those who imagined that the 
Constitution would be exposed to every 
sort of outrage were they to fall sick for a 
day. Courts of the highest appeal have 
settled this question. Congress settled it in 
advance of the judicial action, by making 
the United States the owner and the Post­ 
office Department the manager of the first 
line of wire constructed for commercial 
and public use. If the old Government 
telegraph schemes were constitutional, 
what shall be said then of the limited 
postal telegraph plan which I am beiag 
criticized for bringing forward? There is no 
doubt it is constitutional. The Attorney- 
General for the department has assured me 
that the scheme is constitutional, and can­ 
not be resisted.” 
Iu concluding the Pastmaster-General 
says he has always invited the most rigid 
scrutiny and criticism of the measure. It 
is not, ne says, a proposition to take money 
from the treasury or employ additional 
civil servants. It is not a proposition to 
put any power whatever in the hands cf 
the Government which is not at present 
greater and more dangerous where it is. It 
is a proposition simply to dovetail together 
two great machines, so that one shall do 
business equitably, and by that means 
make more money, “which shall willingly 
be accorded to it by the people.” The 
ether is to utilize its present skilled and 
faithful energy to help supply the people 
with still better means of communication, 
furnished still more cheaply. It is not a 
proposition to buy the railroads or coal 
mines, sawmills or bakeshops of the 
country. 
“If others speak out for the telegraph 
stockholders someone must stand for the 
people in the interest of the cheaper 
telegraphy that they want. I believe that 
it belongs to this department to take this 
stand, and I propose intelligently and per­ 
sistently to keep this subject before you in 
the strong confidence that that it -vill not 
be long before your committee will take 
steps to give the people the relief prayed 
for.” 
BRUTAL PRIZE FIGHT. 
One of the Contestants Almost Beaten to 
Miuce Meat. 
Chicago, October 5:h.—One of the moat 
brutal fistic encounters ever witnessed in 
this vicinity took place early this morning 
in a barn near Shelby, Indiana, between 
Tommy Tluan of Grand Itapids, the light­ 
weight champion of Michigan, and Con. 
Doyle, a local pugilist of Chicago, weighing 
137 and 136 pounds respectively. The fight 
wa3 to a finish, with two-ounce gloves, for 
a purse of $500, Queensberry rules. 
The battle was for blood from the start. 
Ruan, who was evidently the most scien­ 
tific of the two, managed to avoid Doyle’s 
heavy left-handers, and in turn hammered 
the Chicago boy’s face and breast almost to 
mince meat.

This morning she was 
found dead in bed. 
The marriage took place at the residence 
of C. Groner, uncle of the bride, and was 
attended by a large number of friends. 
During the festivities, cone seemed hap­ 
pier than the bride, who was a handsome 
German girl, 22 years of age. When the 
guests were retiring she grew hysterical, 
but this was not considered of much con­ 
sequence by her friends. 
At 4 o'clock, she and her husband went 
to their residence, a pretty cottage recently 
purchased and furnished by the groom. 
She refused to allow him to enter her room, 
and after remonstrating in vain, he was 
compelled to return to the residence of Mr. 
Groner to pass the remainder of the night. 
On again entering the bouse, at 6 o'ciock, 
he was horrified to find his wile lying un­ 
conscious in bed. Her wedding garments 
and bridal wreath were scattered about the 
room in disorder. A physician was hastily 
summoned, but pronounced life extinct. 
The unfortunate girl left no letter to tell 
why she wished to end her life. On the 
floor near the bed was found a piece of 
paper crumpled up, and in the bed were 
some grains of a crystal substance, proba­ 
bly poison, the nature of which has not yet 
been certainly determined. 
Miss Esslinger has been in RedwoodCity 
six weeks, and was engaged to Wehrlin 
only four weeks. It is said she was anxious 
to have the wedding hastened, bnt as the day 
approached she became despondent, and at 
times acted as though not in her right 
mind. From remarks frequently made by 
her, it is surmised that a former lover in 
Portland, Or., proved false to her. Her 
husband is well nigh heart-broken. The 
funeral and inquest will take place to­ 
morrow.

THE WOLCOTT'S MISSION. 
She Will Endeavor to Stop Chinamen 
From Entering the United States. 
San F rancisco, October 5th.—The reve­ 
nue cutter Oliver Wolcott was noted as 
having sailed from Victoria for Behring 
Sea on the 28th ult. To-day a reporter 
learned that the Wolcott has certainly 
sailed for Sitka, and intends making a 
cruise of surveillance in and out of Alaska, 
terminating in a tour throngh Behring Sea. 
It came to the knowledge of the Govern­ 
ment a short time since that a fleet of 
Diratical Canadian sealers had fixed upon 
Behring Sea as a winter's sealing ground. 
It was decided to send the cutter Wolcott 
to Behring Sea to intercept the poachers. 
But the detecting and possible seizing of 
some ot the Canadian sealers is one of the 
smallest items in the mission outlined for 
the Wolcott. She has also been instructed 
to exercise a close surveillance of the can­ 
nery stations and other Alaskan point9, 
witñ a view of detecting Chinese trying to 
smuggle themselves into the United Slates. 
Since the vigilance of the customs officers 
along the northern border have bagged big 
batches of Celestials who sought to cross 
from British Columbia, the Chinese have 
commenced to operate a new method 
of getting into the country through 
Alaska. 
It 
is 
believed 
that 
they 
are assisted by the owners of small 
vessels at Victoria and other British Colo­ 
nial ports, who take them to Alaska and 
manage to elude the few customs inspect­ 
ors. Arrived there, the Chinese either go 
down the coast under guise of fishermen 
returning from the canneries, or land from 
chartered schooners at coast points offering 
easy means to reach the interior. 
After a preparatory crnise about the 
Alaskan coast for the purposes mentioned, 
the Wolcott will proceed to Behring Sea 
and intercept Canadian poachers. Orders 
have been given to seize any vessel found 
sealing in the closed seas. 
ONLY A FAKE. 
No Truth in the Story of Louis Beisant 
Beiug Robbed. 
San F rancisco, October 5th.—The police 
here express some amusement at the dis­ 
patch telegraphed from New York last 
night, stating that Louis Beisant. a young 
medical student from Paris, had been 
swindled out of a fortune of $15,000 by 
Blanche Richardson, a scheming American 
girl, and a graduate of Vassar. Two weeks 
ago a woman who bas an unpronounceable 
French name, and who speaks but very 
little English, arrived in this city and bas 
since been an inmate of a house of bad 
repute. 
Soon after her arrival. Chief Crowley 
received a telegram from Detective Fuller, 
of New York, to locate the woman and 
keep her under surveillance. He did so, 
and ascertained the facts stated. Beisant 
is also in this city, and has resumed his 
former relations with her. 
The police say that instead of being a 
medical student, he belon ;s to a class of 
men who are supported by fallen women, 
and that the only foundation for the story 
is the circumstance that the woman left 
New York before him, and carried off his 
life insurance policy in her trunk. 
Railroad W reck in Oregon. 
The Dalles (Or.), October 5th.—No. 4 
passenger train was wrecked near Celilo, 
east of this city to-day, by running into a 
sandbank. The engine and tender was 
thrown from the track and badly wrecked. 
Fireman Howard was caught between the 
engine and tender aDd badly crushed. He 
will probably die. Joe Earhart and George 
Lang received painful injuries.

San F rancisco, October 5th.—Walter E. 
Huey, Collector of the State Board of Har­ 
bor Commissioners, who disappeared a 
short time ago with $2,000, has been heard 
from at Victoria, B. C. He says if he can 
avoid arrest he will pay the money back. 
Suicide at Tucson. 
TUC60N (A. T.), October 5th —Wm. A. 
McDermott, a pioneer and prominent 
Democratic politician, suicided to-day at 4 
o’clock a.m ., by shooting himself in the 
head. Death was instantaneous. The cause 
is supposed to be reverses in gambling and 
the influence of liquor. 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 
New Complications Arising W hich May 
Result in W ar. 
New Y ork, October 5th.—A Herald Gua­ 
temala special says a new and veiv serious 
trouble exists between Guatemala’and Sal­ 
vador, wLich may lead to a renewal of war. 
It was agreed, when the preliminary treaty 
of peace was signed, that the prisoners cap­ 
tured in battle should be exchanged. A 
short time ago Salvador requested Barrillas 
to fulfill this condition, but Barrillas was 
unable to comply with the request, because 
all the Salvadorian prisoners had been shot 
during the war. One hundred and eighteen 
were shot on one occasion. Ezeta was 
aware of the fact, but in a polite note in­ 
sisted on the execution.

October 5-h —In an interview 
in the Tribune, Sir James Ketsoa, Presi­ 
dent of the Iron and Steel Institute of 
Great Britain, says: The industrial condi­ 
tion of Great Britain is now remarkably in­ 
dustrious. The price of coal is higher 
than it has been for years, and the de 
mand for export is continually increasing. 
This has enabled the miners to obtain an 
advance in wages of from thirty to fifty 
per cent above two years ago. The de­ 
mand for pig iion fir export has 
been in excess of the production, and 
the enormous stocks in Glasgow, Middles- 
borough and West Hartlepool are now 
being ma'erially diminished. I think your 
new tariff bill is calculated to diminish the 
deliveries of English manufactured goods 
in the American market. 


The New Tarltt'.

Fifty miles from their owner’s home is 
reached; but the country is rugged and 
not to their taste, and on they go.

Recruits began to pour 
in as civilization invaded the wild West, 
and when, finally, they were first really 
determinedly hunted by the white man, 
he succeeded in taking but a few of the 
quieter ones, while those who escaped be­ 
came sharper than the sharpest, wilder 
than the wildest and fleeter than the fleet­ 
est roebuck.

parts of copper and ten of aluminum, we 
have what is known as alum inum bronze, 
which is frequently 
employed in the 
manufacture of watch cases, watch chains, 
sheathing for stairs, the bearings of ma 
cbinery, etc. 
A ll these and many other facts we iearn 
from the scientific books, but it is also 
ascertained th at it is very difficult to suc­ 
cessfully solder or weld aluminum, and the 
authorities say that the high expectations 
regarding it have not been realized. How­ 
ever, that was written some years ago, and 
if it is realiy true that now it can be pro­ 
duced for a few cents a pound, it will cer­ 
tainly come into as general use as was 
anticipated thirty years ago, when Deville 
so revived interest in it by his experi­ 
ments and discoveries. 
Even as it is, at 
§1 a pound, it is sure to come very largely 
into uses of ordinary manufacture and 
construction.

THE MYSTERIOUS METAL. 


A lum inum until very recently was an 
exceedingly costly metal. 
It was so diffi­ 
cult to produce, not being found native, 
th at its price was exceedingly high and 
therefore its use very limited. 
It is found 
in combination with other elements in 195 
different species of minerals and it must 
therefore constitute a great part of the 
substance of the earth. 
In small lots in 
the last few years the metal has been sold 
at $2 50 a pound when formerly it brought 
$20. 
The other day the most extensive 
m anufacturing m etallurgists in the coun­ 
try announced, that as they had perfected 
a new method of producing the metal, the 
price hereafter will be but ?1 a pound. 
T his great redaction at once created a 
heavy demand tor the article, aud it will 
now enter largely into the products of the 
m echanic arts, for at th a t price it be­ 
comes a competitor with nickel and w ith 
tin in many lines. 
If it could lie pro­ 
duced at half a dollar a pound it would 
very nearly displace cop¡>er. 
The news comes from Chicago that a 
chemist of that city has discovered a pro­ 
cess of producing aluminum front clay at 
a cost that will amount to hut a few cents 
a pound. 
This is almost incredible. 
"We 
are inclined to the belief that he has not 
made the discovery he claims. 
The 
skilled metallurgists of the world have been 
engaged for more than a century in efforts 
to economize the cost of producing the 
metal, and it is only in recent years that 
it has liecn so cheapened as to be made 
known to the general public in articles of 
common use. 
It was under the researches 
of Deville, in 1855, that it became useful 
for the manufacture of articles of adorn­ 
m ent. 
I t seems impossible, in view of the 
known difficulty, expenditure of tim e aud 
means and the intricacy of the processes j 
employed in producing aluminum, th at ! 
the Chicago chemist should have h it upon | 
a method that will render it but little j 


m 
o r e costly than iron. 
I5ut if we assume i 
th at he has, then a revolution will be j 
worked in the metal m arket, and most , 
kinds of skilled labor will feel the effects, j 
not ill however, by any means. 
On tiie j 
contrary, cheap aluminum will stim ulate j 
m anufactures and revive decaying ones. \ 
I t will create new lines of manufacture and 
will give ns a cheap metal more desirable 
than any other for several uses. 
F or alum inum is a beautiful m e tal; the 
specialists describe 
it 
as of a bluish 
w hite 
cast, 
w ithout 
odor or taste, 
nearly as m ailable as gold and silver, 
lig h ter than iron and nearly as strong, and 


Hon. Jam es R. Chalmers, a well-known 
public man of the South, has w ritten for an 
Eastern journal a paper setting forth the 
causes th at made him, an ex-rebel, a Re­ 
publican. 
Mr. Chalmers was sent to Con­ 
gress in 1877 as a Democrat.

W hen he took his seat in Congress his 
eyes were opened, and he began to realize 
that he had entertained prejudices unwar­ 
rantedly. 
H is district on the Mississippi 
river was then sadly in need of increased 
mail facilities. 
H e found the Republicans 
all willing and anxious to grant them, 
while the Democrats were opposed for par­ 
simonious reasons. 
W hen the scourge of the yellow fever 
assailed the South, the Republican officials 
and legislators extended aid and were so- 
Jicitous to render relief, while the Demo­ 
Crats in Congress hesitated and bickered 
over constitutional scruples. 
The Mississippi needed the fostering 
care of the Federal Government as a free 
highway, and extensive work*to prevent it 
from leaving its channel and flooding the 
country. 
But the Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixth Congresses, both Democratic, refused 
to take any steps to reclaim the river. The 
first stroke in aid of th at great free high­ 
way of the nation was delivered by the 
Forty-seventh, a Republican Congress, un­ 
der the advice of a Republican President, 
set forth in a special message. 
The tariff advocated by Republicans he 
found was enriching, not impoverishing 
the South, and th at the leading Southern 
cities under it gained wonderful degrees of 
prosperity, and manufacturing industries 
sprang up as if by magic. 
H e discovered 
that there had been reason for jealousy at 
the N orth over the allowance of represen­ 
tation in the South on the basis of five slaves 
counted as three whites. 
H e found that 
w hile the Abolitionists had preached the 
doctrine of a higher law than the Consti­ 
tution on the question of slavery, when 
the act of emancipation was accomplished, 
the situation changed so much as to place 
the Democrats as the advocates of a higher- 
law-ism, the law of civilization, the m ain­ 
tenance of the supremacy of the white 
race, and so on, despite the constitutional 
amendments enfranchising the negro. 
H e has discovered that the Republicans 
now stand as the defenders of the Consti­ 
tution and the Democrats as its assailants, 
who had so long boasted of their '"'cham­ 
pionship of th at sublime instrum ent. 
For th at reason, if for no other, he con­ 
cluded that ex-Confederates like himself 
ought to stand with the R epublican party 
for the supremacy of the Constitution and 
the laws. 
H e had deplored the adoption 
of the Fifteenth Amendment; he believes 
it to have been a mistake at the tim e and 
under the circumstances. 
But when he 
found th at the Democracy, restored to 
power through revolutions tolerated by 
the Republican party, began to persecute 
its opponents and to struggle for place and 
its retention by means and practices ruin­ 
ous and unlawful, he lost all sym pathy for 
his one-time political brethren. 
For he was bound under his pledge made 
when he laid down his arms, and by his 
oath as an official, to support the Constitu­ 
tion and obey the laws. 
For these reasons 
M r Chalmers to day sides with the Re­ 
publican party and does battle against the 
unwisdom and the unwarranted and un­ 
lawful obstruction policy of the Democracy. 
He has discovered, in short, that his early 
conceptions of the Republican party were 
erroneous; 
th at it is the progressive, 
civilizing and upbuilding party, w hile the 
Democracy is the party of obstruction, ob­ 
jection and inaction, and is to-day also the 
party th at is in open opposition to the 
maintenance of

Constitution and 
obedience to the laws. 


T h e division in the local ranks of the 
Democracy in ¿ran Francisco is evidently 
of staying quality.

Everybody expected the 
visitors w ould w in, and consequently none 
w ere disappointed. 
T he crowd that assem ­ 
bled at Snow flake P ark was the noisiest 
th a t has ever attended a ball gam e in this 
city. T he O akland excursionists num bered 
ab o u t 275, and o f these about 100 were 
ladies. 
T he m en were all provided with 
m in iatu re calliopes. 
Colonel 
R obinson 
w as faultlessly attired in bis favorite blue J 
suit, and on the side of his straw b at a ! 
youug fOófcífef was pinned. 
T he crowd of excursionists was B m erry 
one, and the vast am ount of noise m ade by 
th e com paratively sm all body was surpris­ 
ing, but the baud sp jiled the brilliancy of 
th e occasion. If it is the regular city band 
of O akland, then it is not to be wondered 
th a t the people there do not w ant to inaugu­ 
rate a season of open-air concerts.

T he Board, in order to give the iargcs: possible 
use of books to the law yers <-f the State, passed 
rule 5, w hich leads as f allows: 
“5. W henever a Judge of any Court of record 
in this State de ires a book for his inform ation 
in determ ining any case in his Court, or when 
he deem s it necessary for auy attorney to have 
any book in the library for use iu any trial or 
proeeedirg, he m ay m ake a w ritten requisition 
on the L ibrarian tor such book, and the otaer 
m ust imply a personal responsibility for its safe 
return. The expense of transportation rnuat in 
ail cases be borne by the applicant ’ 
This is the tule th a t provokes tho learned 
Judge's ire. The Judge thinks that any and 
every law yer in the State ought to pack any aud 
ail books out of the library at will. The law 
provides th a t a legislator’s salary m ust not be 
paid until all books are returned: th at a State 
cfficer’s sa arv cannot be draw n if he is delin­ 
quent for books out of the library, tu t, accord­ 
ing to this learned Judge, auy m an who has 
license to practice law ought to be «¡lowed to 
fill his library w ith the property of the State. 
The Judge Eaid the Trustees were imposing 
a responsibility on him he would not take. We 
do not seek to have Judge Van Fleet assum e 
any responsibility. If he has shysters practic­ 
ing iu his Court wno w ill not return books we 
do not wish him to m ake the order, but we do 
not intend th at the 8tate shall be loser as she 
has been. He seems to th in k it beneath his 
dignity to attend to such sm all m atters. The 
8taie of New Jersey requi es that a perm it shall 
be obtained from the Chief Justice to take a 
book from the law library. 
Iu the State ol Indiana tbe law departm ent is 
under the supervision of the Supreme Court, 
acd it has ruled th a t it is a contem pt of Court 
lor any person to remove a bock from the librarv 
except lor the ( urpose of oral argum ent before 
the Supreme Court. 
T hen why is it beneath the dignity of a Cali­ 
fornia Superior Judge to sign a requisition for a 
book to be used in his Court, lie cau protect 
him self irom financial loss by ordering all such 
books into the hands of the’ cle k for return, 
or he can m ake it contem pt of Court, as ia In ­ 
diana, for any attorney to fail to return a bo k, 
or he may m ake a i ule requiring a deposit to the 
full value of the book. 
He is certainly in a 
better position to protect the property "ol the 
State, in his Couit, than are the Trustees of the 
Library or the L ibrarian. 
The rule was m ade, 
w ith a further view of aiding Superior Judges 
throughout the State in the discharge of tiieir 
official duties, if it is a hardship on a Sacra­ 
m ento lawyer whom Judge Van Fleet eouid not 
trust to handle a book even in his Court, to for­ 
bid him tarin g books out at will, why is it n o ta 
benefit to the Superior Judge of San Diego to he 
able to know by w hat channel he m ay get one? 
W ith a view of obtaining inform ation relative 
to the m anagem ent of the different State Li­ 
braries in the Cuited States, a tetter was m ailed 
to the several s 'ate L ibrarians requesting infor­ 
m ation on certain subjects, and one of the ques­ 
tions asked was as follows : 
“ W hat persons, if any. are privileged to draw 
books from the Library?” 
It has been found that nearly every State Li 
brary in the United States is governed by rules 
alm ost identical w ith those adopted by the 
present Trustees of the California State Library. 
The following answ ers are sam ples of those 
received from a large num ber of the State Li­ 
brarians in reply to the foregoing question: 
Kansas (27,-11 volum es;—“Members ol the 
leg islatu re 
during its 
ses-ion. the officers 
of the Executive Departm ent of the State. 
Justices of the Suprem e Couit and Judges of 
I he District Courts, and no other persons.’shall 
be perm itted to take books m m the library.’

In this connection we respectfully beg leave 
to direct jo u r attention to ttie fallowing section 
ot "An Act to Provide for tbe M anagem ent aud 
Control of the Tennessee State L ibrary—Ap­ 
proved Febrn&ry 27.1S79.” 
"Section 7. B e it further enacted: T hat the 
Librarian shall perm it no m ap, chart, engrav­ 
ing, or book to be carried from the Library, 
except by the Judges of the tuprem e Court, 
Judges of the United States Courts and the 
District Attorney of the United States Court, or 
by the m em bers of the General Assembly, and, 
then only, by leaving w ith the Librarian a re­ 
ceipt for the same.

That so much ot the rules adopted by the 
Joint Library Committee of the i egislature as 
would seem to authorize heads of depaitments 
and members of the Legislature to issue orders 
to other parties to take books from the library, 
be a. d the same is hereby rescinded, and the 
Librarian is htreby strictly prohibited from 
observing or accepting any such order, unless 
he ispm tivtiy assured that the books asked for are 
for the individual use of the head of the department 
"or member of the Legislature sending the order. 
No head of department or member of the 
Legislature shall be authorized ta take more 
than four volumes from tha library at any one 
lime, which shall be r- turned or renewed at 
the expiration of two weeks, under tho penal­ 
ties prescribed by rule 4 of the Joint Library 
ru]es. 
it will be seen that the rules adopted by this 
B tard give greater latitude than those of auy 
ether State we have heard from, except Dela 
ware, and there it is b y law a circulating li­ 
brary. The statute prescribes who may take 
books from the library, nrft It follows, as a m at­ 
ter of course, that all others m ay not, because 
it prescribes a penal'y for those who may that 
could not he applied to o th .r persons. 
W ithout casting any slur on any former Eoard 
of Trustees or L ibrarian, we m ay observe that 
we lound absolutely no rules—uo system ab .ut 
auything. Some ot the State officers con-trued 
their right to take bcok3 into a right to give 
carte b.anche orders to th eir friends: lawyers'. .ok 
bools at will, and a i'- y person* had keys to the 
librarv. 
The 
consequence was the loss of 
several thousand volumes and the m utilation of 
a great m anv others. 
There are receipts on file 
from private citizens for books taken from the library 
under former administrations, contrary to law, that 
have no2 leal returned. 
If the people of the State w ant to malte a cir­ 
culating library of it—if they w ant the books 
lo:-t, m utilated and destroyed—they have only 
to so instruct their legislators; but it it is a cir­ 
culating library, the law aud the rules mu>t 
give equal facilities to th e citizens of Siskiyou 
or S tu Diego th a t they give to thore of Saera- 
ram ento. No law was intended :o cottier favors 
on State officers, as citizens, not conferred on 
other citizens. No State can afford to collect a 
line law library and have a íulc e r a practice 
perm itting every m an w ith a license in h's 
pocket to take out such books as he pleases. We 
have accepted a tru st—for which we receive no 
salary—aud we intend to d -etinrge the duties 
Incum bent on us to the best ot our ability, and 
no favors will be accorded one class of citizens 
not accord d to another: none to the sieh and 
the powerful not extended to the psorest aud 
hum blest.

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THE TBUE GENTLEMAN. 
As He Was Understood by Cortinal 
Newman. 
This is Cardinal Newman’s definition of 
a gentleman. 
The remarkable passage 
occurs in his “IX. Discourses Addressed to 
the Catholics in Dublin 
It is almost a definition of a gentleman 
to say that he is one who never inflicts 
pain. This description is both refined and, 
so far as it goes, accurate. 
He is mainly 
occupied in merely removing the obstacles 
which hinder the free and unembarrassed 
action of those about him, and he concurs 
in their movements rather than takes the 
initiative himself. His benefits may be 
considered as parallel to what are called 
comforts or conveniences in arrangements 
of a personal nature—like an easv-chair or 
a good fire, which do their part in dis­ 
pelling cold and fatigue, though nature 
provides both means for rest and animal 
heat without them. The true gentleman, 
in like manner, carefully avoids whatever 
may cause a jar or a jolt in the minds of 
those with whom he is cast—all clashing 
of opinion, cr collision of feeling, all re­ 
straint, or suspicion, or gloom, or resent­ 
m ent; his great concern being to make 
every one at their ease and at home. He 
has his eyes on all his company; he is 
tender toward the bashful, gentle toward 
the distant, and merciful toward the ab­ 
surd. ^ He can recollect to whom he is 
speaking; he guards against unseasonable 
allusions, or topics which may irritate; he 
is seldom prominent in conversation, and 
never wearisome. 
He makes light of 
favors when he does them, and seems to be 
receiving when he is conferring. 
II • ne\er speaks of himself except when 
compelled, never defends himself by a 
mere retort; he has no ears for slander or 
gossip, is scrupulous in imputing motives 
to those who interfere with him, and in­ 
terprets everything for the best. He is 
never mean or little in his disputes, never 
takes unfair advantage, never mistakes 
personalities or sharp sayings for argu­ 
m ent or insinuates evil which he dare not 
say out. 
From a long-sighted prudence 
he observes the maxim of the ancient sage, 
that we should ever conduct ourselves to­ 
ward our enemy as if he were one day to 
be our friend. 
He has too much sense to 
be affronted at insults; he is too well em­ 
ployed to remember injuries and too indo­ 
lent to bear malice. He is patient, for­ 
bearing and resigned on philosophical 
principles; he submits to pain because it is 
inevitable to bereavement, because it is 
irreparable, and to death liecause it is his 
destiny. 
If he engages in controversy of 
any kind, his disciplined intellect pre­ 
serves him from the blundering discourtesy 
of better, perhaps, but less educated minds, 
who, like blunt weapons, tear and hack 
instead of cutting clean, who mistake the 
point in argument, waste their strength on 
trifles, .misconceive their adversary and 
leave the rpiestiou more involved than 
they find it. 
He may be right or wrong 
in his opinion, but he is too clear-headed 
to be unjust; he is as simple as he is forc- 
ible^ and as brief as he is decisive. 
Nowhere shall we find greater candor 
consideration, indulgence; he throws him­ 
self into the minds of his opponents, he 
accounts for their mistakes. 
He knows 
the weakness of human reason as well as 
its strength, its province and its limits. If 
he be an unbeliever, he will be too pro­ 
found and large-minded to ridicule religion 
or to act against it; he is too wise to be a 
dogmatist or fanatic in his infidelity. He 
respects piety and devotion ; he even sup­ 
ports institutions as venerable, beautiful or 
useful, to which he does not assent; he 
honors the ministers of religion, and it 
contents him to decline its mysteries with­ 
out assailing or denouncing them. 
He is 
a friend of religious toleration, and that 
not only because his philosophy has taught 
him to look on all forms of faith with an 
impartial eye, but also from the gentle­ 
ness and effeminacy of feeling, which is 
the attendant on civilization. 
Not that 
he may not hold a religion, too, in his 
own way, even when he is not a Christian. 
In that case his religion is one of imagina­ 
tion and sentiment; it is the embodiment 
of those ideas of the sublime, majestic and 
beautiful, without which there can be no 
large philosophy. 
Sometimes he acknowledges the being of 
God, sometimes he invests an unknown 
principle or qualities with the attributes 
of perfection. And his deduction of his 
reason or creation of his fancy he makes 
the occasion of such excellent thoughts, 
and the starting point of so varied and 
systematic a teaching, that he even seems 
like a disciple of Christianity itself. From 
the very accuracy and steadiness of his 
logical powers he is able to see what senti­ 
ments are consistent in those who hold any 
religious doctrine at ail, and he appears to 
others to feel and to hold a whole circle of 
theological truth, which exist in his mind 
not otherwise than as a number of deduc­ 
tions. 
Such are some of the lineaments of the 
ethical character which the cultivated in­ 
tellect will form, apart from the religious 
principle. They are seen within the pale 
of the church and without it, in holy men 
and in profligate; they form the beau ideal 
of the world; they partly assist and partly 
distort the development of the Catholic. 
They may subserve the education of a St. 
Francis de Sales or a Cardinal I’ole; they 
may be the limits of contemplation of a 
Shaftesbury or a Gibbon. Basil and Julian 
were fellow-students at the schools of 
Athens; the one became the saint and 
doctor of the church, the other her scoff­ 
ing and relentless foe. 


along,'trading with the Indians who come 
down from the far North with fur. At 
these posts you see the rarest furs—fox 
skins that bring fabulous prices. All are 
sent to London, some bringing $100 and 
$200 apiece. At many points where there 
are no posts you can get the rarest furs 
from the Esquimau tribe. Last winter 
was a very bau one for trapping, the snow 
being very deep all the season. 
The steamer touched all along the coast, 
going as far as the Natashquan, immortal­ 
ized in print by Billy Florence, who, with 
his companions, the Duke of Beaufort, Sir 
John Reid and others, killed any quantity 
of salmon there some years since. A few 
of ¡hese rivers yield the largest salmon. 
At the Moisic we took on board fish weigh­ 
ing 50 pounds on our return trip, and 
picked up, before we got back, some 3,000 
salmon. 
Inside of us, between us and the shore, 
we saw a thrasher, about thirty or forty 
feet long, playing, leaping into the air and 
throwing himself down flat, as it were, as 
if to crush by his weight some object. 
Ttiis is the way they destroy the whale— 
falling on him. 
The one we saw threw 
himself down in this manner a dozen 
times. It is said the sword-fish accom­ 
panies them, and when they fall on top 
the sword-fish stabs him from below. 
Among the celebrated rivers is the 
Goodbout. 
We saw the guardian of it, 
Mr. Comean, who killed fifty-eight salmon 
in one day, and 3G0 in eighteen running 
days, and that after the best of the season 
had passed. For sport all you have to do 
is to take at Quebec, or St. Johns, a boat 
and two Indians, a permit and your sup­ 
per, and you can stop and fish. There is 
hardly a point where you can’t get snow 
or ice* to pack your fish, and the steamer 
passes by every fortnight, or you can have 
your yacht and go or come as you like. 
There are safe harbors every few miles, as 
the coast is lined by islands. 
Here you will find a river full of win- 
nonish, or what are called landlocked sal­ 
mon, as well as the Atlantic saltnon, both 
open to go to the sea if they like. This 
disposes of the idea that the landlocked 
salmon of Maine and other inland lakes 
attain no size because they are cut off from 
the sea. These fish on these rivers, where 
they can go to the ocean, are no larger 
than on the lakes where they cannot go. 
The traveler who is fond of scenery will 
find this entire coast grand and pictur­ 
esque. 
You see rivers pitching down over 
the hills covered with snow, sheets of 
foam, backed up by the mountains that 
line the shore. 
Trout-fishing such as 
would astonish one from the States, can be 
had all along the coast. Fish run from 
two to five pounds, and occasionally seven 
to eight pounds. A little back in the 
lakes you get a fish much larger, running 
from ten to twenty and thirty pounds, 
called by different names there, known in 
the States as lakers, or lake trout. 
For the man with his gun this is the 
paradise for hunting. Wild beasts of all 
kinds abound. Bear and reindeer can be 
had as well as smaller animals. In truth, 
you could not set your foot at random on 
any part of this coast without finding food 
for your fly and gun. 
Mr. Habershan laid especial stress upon 
the fact that the Labrador coast is so easily 
accessible, 
whereas 
Savannahians 
and 
Southerners generally suppose it to be about 
as difficult to reach as the North Pole. A lit­ 
tle study of the map will show the fallacy 
of this idea. One can leave Savannah on 
the steamer for Boston, and within thirty- 
six hours after landing at that place be in 
the heart of the salmon country, amid the 
summer snow and ice. 
Mr. Habersham said that the report that 
he had been appointed a Commissioner by 
the Canadian Government to settle a 
boundary dispute in connection with the 
salmon fisheries was unfounded. He had 
simply been tendered a complimentary 
permit by the Government, which he had 
accepted. 


HARD RIDING IN THE EAST. 


COAST OF LABRADOR. 
Inviting Couotry for the Hunter and 
Angler, 
[From the Savannah News.! 
I’illiam Neyle Habersham, who made 
extensive salmon fishing tour through- 
Nortliern Canada and along the Labra- 
eoast, gave a reporter quite an inter- 
ng account of his tour in quest of the 
fish of the Northern waters, besides 
e general information concerning the 
ion visites!. 
Ir. Habersham is one of the oldest 
non fishermen in the country, having 
ed in Canada waters for years before 
war, making annual trips to that por­ 
i of the country. In late years, how- 
r, he has failed to make this trip. Last 
r he was presented with a compliment- 
perunt by the Quebec Government to 
500 miles of the labrador coast, a 
>t unusual compliment, and presented to 
. Habersham only because of his estab- 
ied reputation in that section as an ex­ 
t salmon fisherman. 
’hese rights to fish the salmon waters 
e become very valuable of late years, 
are much sought after by sportsmen, 
;e sums frequently lteing paid for the 
rilege. Mr. Habersham availed kim- 
of this opportunity to indulge in his 
jrite sport again, and though advanced 
rears he did not hesitate to undergo the 
dships of camp life in the land near 
frigid zone.

During the last century when long jour­ 
neys, called riding posts, were much in 
vogue in Europe among the aristocracy 
and wealthy sporting men, a match was 
made between Mr. Shafts and Mr. May- 
well for 1,000 guineas, Mr. Shafts .to find a 
man who would ride 100 miles per day for 
twenty-seven consecutive days. 
There was a great deal of money bet on 
this thing, principally against it being 
done. It was well known, however, that 
distances of 800 to 1,200 or even 1,500 
miles had frequently been covered at the 
rate of from 100 to 120 or even 150 miles 
per diem, but the knowing ones thought 
that the enormous distance of 2,700 miles 
at 100 miles per day would be likely to 
break any horseman down. 
Nevertheless, 
John Woodcock, who was selected to ride 
by Mr. Shafts, performed the feat without 
any extra fatigue or punishment. 
He 
used thirty horses, and rode three or four 
of them each day. 
In Turkey the Saltan’s mails and dis­ 
patches from outlying provinces used to 
be carried by Tartars riding post with re­ 
lays of horses changed every twenty or 
thirty miles, and are now in some parts of 
the country where telegraph has not been 
established. The same man in charge 
went the whole distance. These couriers 
would often perform great feats of en­ 
durance. 
From Bagdad to Constantino­ 
ple is 1,000 miles, not over a level or roll­ 
ing prairie, but frequently crossing moun­ 
tain ranges, along precipices, across tor­ 
rents, etc., and there is not a mile of made 
road the whole way, yet the ordinary 
time the Tartars took to perform the dis­ 
tance was a fortnight, and on urgent occa­ 
sions it has been done in twelve days and 
even in eleven days. 
There is no doubt whatever about this, 
because the route through Asia Minor, 
from the Persian Gulf,was, in former days, 
before the Red Sea route was established, 
often used by officers and others who did 
not mind rough travel and were in a hurry 
to get home or to get out to India, and 
they often rode with the Tartars from end 
to end, besides which the British resident 
at Bagdad, or rather the residency, was 
for more than a century in the habit of 
transmitting dispatches from India to Con­ 
stantinople and Europe by these same 
carriers. As much as 150 miles per day 
has often been done for eight or ten days 
by the Tartars. They only rested four 
hours out of the twenty-four, and pushed 
on the rest of the time at a rate of six or 
ten miles an hour.
